of our Food features, although | think context in this instance plays 
a significant role, so I’m sticking with the personal approach. And, 
when it comes to anything that goes into one’s body, the personal 
approach is really the only way to go, as tastes and temptations are 
by their very nature highly subjective. 


| should first start by saying that almost nothing can drive me nuts more than a 
reformed “whatever”. Newly minted non-smokers, born-again teetotalers, reformed 
carb-consumers—all seem to embrace their new existence/mission with a zeal that 
makes Southern Baptists appear laid-back. So, when | decided to “clean up my act” 
some time ago, | vowed that | would not be one of those obnoxious people who makes 
their business everyone else’s by way of elaborately grandstanded example. 


Aside from tossing too much liquor down my neck on an alarmingly regular basis, the 
other area in my life that needed work was nutrition. Looking back (with no small 
measure of alarm), | can see that the bulk of my “diet” consisted of sugar and fat, with 
the odd dose of protein supplied by some random purveyor of fast food. That | lived 
fully two years without a working fridge in my home speaks volumes about the state of 
my domesticity at the time, and the closest | came to “dining in” was flopping some 
lukewarm Waiters En Route offering down onto a piece of my own china. Ouch! 


It came as little surprise when my mother mentioned an article she read about the 
eating habits of people who either imbibed heavily on a daily basis (miss!) or indulged 
in binge-drinking with some regularity (hit!); according to the study quoted in the piece, 
people who regularly took alcohol in more-than-moderate amounts also experienced 
heightened cravings for sugars and fatty foods. Initially | was ready to dismiss this all as 
“just another one of those studies”—that was, until | started thinking more about my 
own pre-oath eating habits. At that point, | had reached the four-month mark in my 
booze-free period, a period that was also, interestingly, significantly marked by healthier 
eating. Even more interesting was the fact that | had not made a concerted effort to 
change my diet; it had just changed course on its own thanks to new cravings for 
healthier food and a growing realization that | was feeling better for it. But that’s 
neither here nor there—the things | want to share are the elements that helped 
develop my new habits further and make them even more effective. 


Before | stray into that “preachy” zone | vowed to avoid at the outset (with a 
lingering penchant for Haagen-Dazs I’m pretty sure I’m still not welcome there, 
anyway), | must say that eating well is a bitch, especially if you live alone. Having spent 
sometime doing it, though, | can also say with some confidence that you can get on that 
bitch’s good side with relative ease, especially if you work readily accessible items into 
your routine in order to stay on course. Although elaborately prepared vegetarian 
meals fit the bill when it comes to nutrition, they are frequently difficult to incorporate 
into one’s schedule and the “hassle factor” can make them prime candidates for 
abandonment at the first sign of trouble. The following products are a few gems | have 
found that are not only palatable (often a rarity in healthier foods) but they also pack 
a decent nutritional punch and are anything if not convenient. They do not by any 
means represent a full diet, but they certainly do their share in pointing you in the right 
direction. Best of all, if used regularly they can help offset some of the harmful effects 
of less-than-desirable eating habits, or go a long way to improving a diet that’s already 
pretty much on track. 


Rooibos: The latest darling of the antioxidant set, this “tea” 
comes from the leaves of the Aspalanthus linearis,an herb found 
only in the Cedarberg Mountains of South Africa. Rooibos 
(pronounced Roy-boss, literally “red bush” in Dutch-African 
slang) contains an amazing bounty of minerals, including 
copper, iron, potassium, calcium, fluoride, zinc and manganese 
as well as alpha-hydroxy, which is great for the skin. 


Low in tannin and naturally free of caffeine and oxalic acid, 
Rooibos offers a powerful and practical dose of antioxidants 
equal to or greater than many green teas. In its native land, it 
has been used: for many years as a tonic for calming colicky 
babies, and has proven itself a great ally in the fight against insomnia, irritability, indiges- 
tion, hypertension and headaches in adults. Rooibos is available in a wide variety of 
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fruit, spice and floral flavours and can be purchased both online or anywhere fine teas 
are sold. The variety pictured at left is Cherry Rose, and available on the Web through 
www.totalitea.com. 


Pomegranate juice: This is another major player in the battle 
against oxidants and, fortunately for consumers, commercially 
prepared juices are actually the most potent because they harness 
the polyphenols (the good stuff) available through the pulp, rind 
and fruit. Although it comes in a bottle shaped like something a 
brave soul might purchase in a sex shop, Pom Wonderful brand 
juice is anything but nasty, especially since it boasts up to three 
times the total antioxidant benefit of either red wine or green tea. 
Also, in terms of reducing the amount of plaque in arteries, 
pomegranate juice has produced significant results in test subjects. 
The taste is not unlike that of pure cranberry juice, and it too is 
quite tart; a good way to work it into your daily routine is to take a two-ounce shot of 
it “neat” or mix it with a pure fruit juice (Ocean Spray’s 100% juices are a good base). 
Pom Wonderful comes in a variety of flavour blends, although the straight version 
(burgundy cap) is the most powerful when it comes to health benefits. 


Sun-Rype Fruit & Veggie Juice: In the “pleasant surprise 
department”, when | first tried this | was hard-pressed to discern 
the vegetable ingredients, but they are in there. Each of the three 
varieties (Strawberry Banana, Pineapple Orange, Pineapple 
Mango and Raspberry Orange) contains concentrated carrot, 
celeraic, lettuce, beet, parsley, watercress and spinach, and a 250 
ml. serving (roughly the size of a scotch tumbler) represents two 
full servings (the daily minimum is five) as recommended by 
Canada’s Food Guide to Healthy Eating. As they are made with 
pure juice concentrate, Fruit & Veggie blends tend to be a bit 
heavy, so thinning them out with sparkling mineral water or a 
shot from the Brita makes appetizing and economic sense. 
Better still, in combination with an apple, orange or banana in the morning, this product 
can offer you sixty percent of your daily minimum requirement from the fruits and 
vegetables category before you even leave the house. 


Jordan’s Organic Meusli: Poor old carbs have taken quite 
| a beating lately, but that doesn’t mean they're not an essential 
| part of a balanced diet. Despite all outward appearances and 
| texture, most granolas are high in fat and loaded with sugar, a 
4 fact many manufacturers neglect to share. One standout in the 
crowd is Jordan’s Organic Muesli, a breakfast cereal from the 
U.K. made entirely of whole grains, fruits and nuts with no 
5 added preservatives or sugars. In total, the ingredients listed 
By are wheat flakes (toasted and natural), oat flakes, raisins, 
sultanas, raw coconut, whole roasted hazelnuts and sunflower 
seeds. Period. Coupled with a banana and soy milk or low-fat vanilla yogurt, this is an 
excellent way to kick-start your day, especially since it offers twenty percent of your 
recommended daily fibre intake and five grams of protein (even without the soy milk) 
in just half-a-cup. 

As | indicated before, this is by no means the answer to any nutritional equation, but 
it is a formula that may work if you’re trying to solve one in the long term. By incor- 
porating such simple and available elements as these into your daily routuine, you can 
move one step closer to a healthier lifestyle, at least on the “food front”. And, as with 
anything else, being one step closer to a goal is being one step closer to achieving 
it—and that, to me, is a fairly appetizing prospect. W

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OUTPOST EDMONTON 


New home; new hope

Fantastic! Marvellous! Brilliant! And that’s just what people were saying about the 
new mural. The floor-to-ceiling painting of the Edmonton skyline (by local gay artist 
Michael Brown) was unveiled on Friday, April 8, as part of the Pride Centre of 
Edmonton’s official grand opening celebrations. After nearly a year of planning, PCE 
opened its doors to a packed house of well-wishers at its new, Uber-central location 
on 109 Street in the heart of downtown. 


The new centre, which replaces the old Gay and Lesbian Community Centre of 
Edmonton (GLCCE), is but a few short blocks from the Legislature, and a pleasant 
hike to both the University of Alberta and the city’s blossoming gay village on Jasper 
Avenue. 


A new headquarters for Edmonton’s GLBT community had been in the works 
since March 2004, when the GLCCE held its final annual general meeting. At this 
gathering, the GLCCE board of directors, before resigning en masse, voted to estab- 
lish an interim committee, which was assigned two central objectives: formally 
terminate GLCCE as a legal entity, and attempt to establish a successor organisation. 


Such drastic measures were necessary, explains PCE President Kathy Da Silva, 
because of “under-funding, board burnout, lack of volunteers—lack of support 
basically”. 


“Over the years,” adds current PCE director Ken MacDonald, GLCCE, with its 
strong roots in activism, “assumed a lot of baggage—good and negative—that it just 
couldn’t shake. It just couldn't involve itself to where it needed to serve the current 
needs of the community. So it reached that point where... it just had to wrap-up in 
order to start fresh.” 


The rationale of the last GLCEE board, says Da Silva, “was that probably the best 
thing to do would be to shut the organisation down completely, start from scratch, 
revamp the vision, completely come up with a new set of objectives and hire a 
decent lawyer to help us apply for charitable status, so that we could address the 
needs of the GLBT community in a much more meaningful way.” 


The caretaker directors of GLCCE soon began to solicit input from the commu- 
nity as to what form it would like the new GLBT organisation to take. Moreover, 
says Da Silva, the board was interested in discovering “what services, what 
resources, what programmes [the community] felt were most significant” for the 
new society to offer. 


In June 2004, after thirty-three years as a critical player in the Edmonton GLBT 
community, GLCCE was dissolved. Two months later, the “Gay, Lesbian, Bisexual and 
Transgender Pride Centre of Edmonton” was formally incorporated, and the search 
for new digs began in earnest. 


According to Da Sliva, MacDonald and volunteer coordinator Blair Croft, in 
choosing a new location for the PCE, the remediation of three physical deficiencies 
that had plagued GLCCE—essentially a back corner commercial office on the fourth 
floor of the Commonwealth Building—was foremost in the minds of the PCE board: 
size, visibility and accessibility. 

To say that the new centre is in an improvement by any of these criteria would be 
to engage in the most reckless of understatement. 


The new PCE is not only twice as large as GLCCE, but its street level location, 
less than a block from downtown Edmonton’s major artery, Jasper Avenue, will 
ensure loads of increased visibility and much easier public access. It is also brighter, 
more attractive and offers something that the old space simply could not: room to 
grow. 


The doubling in size, in and of itself, Croft explains, solves a whole host of chronic 
problems that had beset the provision of services at GLCCE. For starters, the 
library is larger and cosier, and does not double as a storage closet. As well, atten- 
dees of Saturday evening’s popular Youth Understanding Youth peer support group 
will no longer be packed in like so many tinned sardines. 


More important, says Croft, PCE can now offer “more accessible counselling 
services. Whereas they have their own little, private space; they can close the door 
and nobody is really going to be able to hear what’s going on. So with having more 
space, we're allowed to provide more of those types of services.” 


Right off the bat, a pair of local GLBT organisations, Womanspace, a lesbian 
community publication, and the Edmonton Pride Week Society, organisers of the 
annual queer culture festival held in June, were invited to sub-let space in the new 
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centre. The PCE board envisages [" 
that other groups, those both 
independent of the PCE Society 
and incorporated under its | 
mandate, will eventually come 
aboard to help create a compre- 
hensive cultural/services hub for | 
Edmonton’s queer citizenry. 


Ultimately then, PCE seeks to 
become the community centre 
(situated within the same 
paradigm as those that have 
been operated by Jewish and 
other ethnic communities for 
well over a century) for the 
capital’s gays, lesbians, bi- and 
transsexuals, into which GLCCE 
was never able to evolve. 


Edmonton-Centre MLA Laurie 
Blakeman and councillor Michael 
To commemorate the auspicious occasion, an Phgir at the opening of the PCE 


estimated 150 people were on hand to witness 

MLAs Laurie Blakeman (Lib., Edmonton-Centre) and David Eggen (NDP, Edmonton- 
Calder), along with Edmonton City Councillor Michael Phair (Ward 4), cut the 
ceremonial ribbon. 


Eggen spoke fervently about the fittingness of having a significant GLBT presence 
close to the Alberta provincial legislature when gays and lesbians are on the cusp of 
attaining the one statutory freedom yet denied them. 


“To my surprise and delight,’ Eggen thundered, “the same-sex marriage issue 
seems to be the number one thing spoken about in the provincial legislature. So you 
know that you’re making an impact these politicians there just two blocks down the 
road. And so you've chosen an appropriate place, | think, to plant yourselves.” 


Councillor Phair, a longtime advocate for GLBT issues in the city and a founder of 
the AIDS (now HIV) Network of Edmonton, presented a commemorative plaque 
from the city’s burghers, graced with the signature of Mayor Stephen Mandel. 


The most emotional part of the evening came when Murray Billett, acting-chair of 
the Edmonton Police Commission and long time GLBT activist, led the dedication of 
the Steve Rowan Community Room. 


Rowan, co-chair of the final GLCCE board and a tireless promoter GLBT life in 
the city, took his life in January 2004. The naming of a space in the new PCE was a 
fitting tribute to Rowan’s dedication and service, as well as his vision for Edmonton’s 
queer community centre. 


Shortly before his death, several months before the curtain was finally lowered on 
GLCCE, Rowan told Edmonton’s See magazine, “As long as people have a struggle 
dealing with their own sexual and gender identity, there will be a need for a place 
like [GLCCE]. | mean, why do we need a German-Canadian cultural centre or an 
Italian cultural centre? Because they add value to the community and support 
members of their group. 


“My vision eventually would be to have us on Jasper Avenue in a storefront opera- 
tion where the people are,” he added. “We are a part of the community.” 


With the promise and energy attending the launch of PCE, Rowan’s dream and the 
aspirations of an entire community are that much closer to realisation. W

Spring is most definitely here and the climate for Canadian gardeners 
can be challenging, no matter where you're located. Regardless of your locale, 
it is beneficial for for both you and Mother Nature to dig out a patch 
: of soil and add some well-rotted manure or compost in a

OUTPOST VANCOUVER 


Dragging in the tourists 


By Josh Murray 


It was any other April commute for thousands of business folks in the Bay Area—full 
of crowded turnstyles, hectic hallways and drab subway corridors. But, as the escalators 
crested and brought them to the street, there stood—towering above them all—the 
most glamourous Canadian drag queen ever to grace the streets of San Francisco. 


Vancouver’s own homegrown diva, Willie Taylor, reigned over Californians during a 
week-long stint as an integral part of Tourism B.C’s latest advertising endeavour. The 
annual marketing campaign for the country’s western-most province, known as B.C. 
Escapes, was brought to life in a full “wrap” of one of the busiest rapid transit stops in the 
Bay Area. The added presence of Taylor and other entertainers became the perfect 
extension. “When | saw all of the posters and totem poles [in the station], it just all made 
sense,” says Taylor. 


Montgomery Station was plastered with -colourful wall murals of the Vancouver 
harbour, concrete pillars wrapped to look like totem poles, and even featured ingenious 
ceiling decals that provided a hiker’s view of the majestic tree-tops in B.C’s forests. To 
build an interactive extension for the campaign, Vancouver’s Blitz Promotion enlisted the 
help of one of the province’s premiere drag queens to make an impact on California’s 
commuters. “Ve researched the Vancouver performance scene thoroughly,’ explains 
Blitz’s Managing Director Jan Fricker. “Willie was just a natural fit and such a great repre- 
sentation of urban entertainment in British Columbia.” 


Taylor charmed the masses in partnership with Carolyn Sadowska, an impeccable 
Queen Elizabeth impersonator from Victoria. “She’s amazing,’ Taylor says of Sadowska 
and her uncanny impersonation. “When | first saw her, | didn’t know how to act; | didn’t 
know whether to curtsy or just stand there and wait until | was spoken to! | had a lot 
of fun with her.” 


While it was undoubtedly entertaining, being an ambassador for Tourism B.C. was not 
what Taylor had anticipated. “When | got there | was a little nervous—a little frightened,” 
Queen Scene: Liz he says. “Being out of my comfort zone, in a new city... but after

green with envy. 


“Going to San Francisco for the first 
time, | just wanted a big splash and a good 
impression,” he explains. Then he bursts 
into laughter. “I felt sort of bad for 

Queen Elizabeth in her one little 
costume. | think she was a little tired 
of it by the last day.” 


The effort paid off and Taylor’s 
“public” appeared to love every 
minute of it. “l was very well 
received. People seemed to enjoy it,’ 
he says. 


The variety of people and their 
reactions also took Taylor by surprise. 
“One of the funny things | noticed... in 
the middle of the business district—and it 
being San Francisco—it was interesting to 
watch people coming up in their business suits 
and then, as soon as they saw a big drag queen, 
the ‘gay’ would instantly come out of the 
them”, he explains. In-between bouts of regal 
laughter, | could instantly spot who was gay and 
who wasn’t!” 


And it wasn’t just gay men providing the 
cheers: Taylor’s connection with African- 
American women caused more than a few 
moments of bonding, support and hilarity, as 
well. “Ooh, the sisters treated me good!” he 
laughs. “They were checking out the outfits and ‘Girl, you 


look fierce!’ was a comment | got more than once, so it was really fun.” 


The personal reaction to the entertainers was the perfect addition to the advertising 
campaign, which strived to showcase western Canadian talent and demonstrate how 
entertaining a trip to British Columbia can be. . 


A varied audience and an adoring public are things very familiar to Willie Taylor, who is 
not new to the world of entertainment. “I’ve been performing for about fifteen years and 
| have done just about everything a man in a dress can do,” he laughs. “I’ve done super- 
market openings, I’ve done pet fashion shows; some television work, some theatre, some 
movie work. Lots of club work. I’m now working on some live stuff—so, really, doing 
everything there is to do.” 


In Vancouver, The Oasis Pub on Davie Street is certainly thrilled Taylor has branched 
out into live performance. His regular show runs the third Sunday of every month and 
always features a live performance rather than the usual lip-synched impersonations. The 
result of an idea from Taylor’s friend and local promoter, Lola Funk, the show strives to 
forego the usual confines of lip-synching and truly display the talent Vancouver’s promi- 
nent drag performers possess. “None of us knew whether we could really sing,’ Taylor 
says. “We all knew we could look good!” 


After a successful first group show, Taylor took up the intimidating challenge of 
performing again with local rhythm and blues legend Sybil Thrasher. “Of course Ill work 
with Sybil Thrasher,’ he remembers enthusing. “I’d love to! I’d love to!” But the original 
elation soon became panic. “A week before the show, | said ‘What the hell am | doing 
thinking | can sing with Sybil Thrasher?!” In the end, the exceptional expertise and 
encouraging nature of Thrasher set Taylor’s mind at ease. “Sybil is such a sweetheart. We 
had a great first show,’ he says. 


And he’s not shy about sharing how intimidating the first foray into ‘honest’ perform- 
ance was. “At first, | didn’t care whether anyone came to see it or not—the smaller the 
crowd, the better!” he says and then roars with laughter. His genuine affection for the 
project is evident: “Now, I’m really hoping to see it grow into something great.” 


Willie Taylor always appreciates the continued encouragement of his supporters, 
friends and other royal subjects, but also hopes that new crowds continue to attend and 
liven up the evenings. “It’s always refreshing to see new faces,’ he says. “Put it this way, 
if you haven’t seen them, likely they haven’t seen you and they can’t ever say, ‘Oh, I’ve seen 


yy 


that before’”’. 


Whether they're friends or strangers, crowds can always surprise a performer. Taylor’s 
own introduction to drag is a perfect example. Fifteen years ago, he himself sat among a ~ 
crowd at a drag show and spoke a little out of turn. “I didn’t understand it and | said it 
a little too loud and [the performer] heard it and bet that | couldn’t do any better,’ he 
recalls. Never one to shrink from a challenge, Taylor took the performer up on her bet 
and, after a month of prep work, made a regal debut. “I performed in this bar and the bar 
hired me that night and | went ‘I get paid to do this? How fun!” 


Now, years later, after stomping through transit stations in California, singing his way 
through gay lounges on Davie Street and collaborating with some of Vancouver's most 
beloved musical greats, Taylor’s fearlessness is nothing if not bulletproof. “I’ve learned you 
can’t wait until they form an opinion,” he says confidently. “l mean, I’m not graceful. | feel 
like a trucker in a dress. As long as they are entertained and you make them smile, they 
put everything else out of their minds. 


“I’ve learned not to be afraid and I’m not that vain”, he continues, frankly. Then his 
humour sneaks out again and he finishes with a laugh. “If you like me, I'll stand next to 
you. If you don't, I'll go stand over there ’cause | like myself and that’s just fine!” W

Pride 
celebrations in the three major centres—Moncton, Charlottetown and Halifax—are 
on many must-attend lists and gay business is on the rise. All this, plus breathtaking 
east coast scenery and renowned Maritime hospitality makes for a welcome change of 
pace from the madness of the city. 


Change does not come easily to this part of the country, and this sophistication is 
a relatively new phenomenon. Jim Culbert, owner/operator of The Rainbow Lodge, a 
queer-oriented B&B located in Vernon Bridge, Prince Edward Island, remembers his 
early days as a gay business owner in the province. “I was busy from the start [in 1988] 
and was happy to see that | got the occasional gay traveller. When they realized | was 
gay, they opened up and were able to relax. | would ask them what they were looking 
for when travelling and one of the things they wanted was a safe haven, a place where 
they could come and be themselves; a place they could feel safe giving a little peck on 
the cheek or holding hands and not getting looks or hearing comments. In 1988 there 
were no such places in P.E.I.” 


Stephen Parsons, co-owner of Centretown Guesthouse in Halifax, Nova Scotia, 
echoes the sentiment. “When the Centretown opened in 1991 there was an overall 
lack of gay focus in the region. People would come and stay in places like the Holiday 
Inn and they would travel around, go to the bars and such, but there would be no sense 
of community. The tendency was for travellers to go to larger areas like Toronto or 
New York.” 


In a region largely without a well-established gay commerce network, these business 
owners knew they had to seek out other contacts through word-of-mouth advertising 
and personal networking. “We contacted Jim Culbert in PE.I. and a group called the 
Maritime Rainbow Connection was formed to identify and make referrals to other gay 
establishments around the region,” says Parsons. “That has worked very well, even 
though it has levelled off somewhat over the past while. Now travellers can come 
from places like Boston and New York and, if they wish, stay in gay-owned establish- 
ments throughout their entire 
visit.”

According to Culbert and 
Parsons, there are many unique 
advantages to vacationing in the 
Maritime provinces. 


“For one thing, the region is 
still a relatively inexpensive 
place to take a vacation,” 
explains Culbert. “The eastern 
seaboard of the United States 
q has become overpriced and 

here we certainly can provide 
travellers with wonderful beaches, golf 
courses, theatre, historic venues, and 
wonderful food. | think the Maritimes is the last tranquil place in Canada.”

Having a network of gay-owned and gay-friendly businesses that cater to 
vacationers in place means visitors have an extra resource to draw upon after arriving. 
“If a visitor has an interest in architecture, for example, we can connect him with 
someone in Halifax with that expertise,’ says Parsons. “We do this, and other things 
as well, so clients can be focused in on their particular area of interest to help make 
their holidays more fulfilling.” : 


Doug Melanson opened Seadog’s, a men’s sauna in Halifax, two years ago and 
recently took over and renovated a vacated bar space, launching Menz Bar in March 
2005. He is a Maritimer by birth, but his first trip to Halifax was as a vacationer, and 
he fell in love with the city. “This [region] is a wonderful place: we have the ocean, we 
have the countryside and there are a million things to do.” 


According to Stephen Parsons, focused advertising is key to attracting tourists, 
especially on the Internet, because people check out destinations online to get the 
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most up-to-date information fi. 
during the planning stages. As 
a destination grows, healthy 
competition is fostered and 
the word-of-mouth network is 
strengthened. “I think that 
choice is good for people. The 
more establishments there 
are, the more travellers we will 
attract, both nationally and 
internationally. In publications | ¥ 
like The Gayellow Pages and the & 
Damron guides, it’s better to & 
see twenty gay establishment 
listings in a particular place 
than two.”

“On the website there is a section of Maritime 

links, where there are links to gay businesses and establishments around the region,” 
he explains. “I get a huge number of international travellers. There has not been 
[representation from] a continent that has not been to Seadog’s.” 


When asked about any uniquely Maritime advantages to vacationing in the region, 
Melanson doesn’t hesitate with his answer. “Just experiencing the local culture is 
incredible. When | moved to Halifax, | found the place very laid-back and relaxed as 
opposed to cities like Montreal, Toronto and Vancouver.’ He laughs. “My problem at 
first was learning how to decompress and enjoy that relaxed atmosphere. Now that 
I've embraced it, | love it. | walk along the waterfront and see tourists here on 
vacation and | think, I’m living my vacation because | chose to move here.” 


In a time of increased competition with more hospitality establishments vying for 
the “pink dollar,’ gay and lesbian visitors are now in the enviable position of being able 
to pick from more destinations than ever before, and given time, a Maritime vacation 
could easily end up on the unofficial list of queer hot-spots. For business owners 
Culbert, Parsons and Melanson, that time is now.

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Donnie Deacon: a class(ic) act

A penchant for Hugo Boss and an ever-changing line-up of hair colours and styles are 
not the first thing one thinks of when one hears the words “classical musician”. Certainly 
not when it’s a classical violinist who isn’t trying to break into the pop scene. 


“I think I’m sort of the first guy to come along and change their world a little bit,” says 
Donnie Deacon in his sexy Scottish brogue. The principle second violinist of the National 
Arts Centre Orchestra in Ottawa, Deacon is a unique player in a world often perceived 
as stodgy. 


“I think they need some kind of Queer Eye for the NAC Orchestra,” he jokes. “It might 
take a bit—and I'd need a huge budget.” 


Deacon picked up the violin at age ten and apparently “took to it”, as he wound up 
playing professionally by age fourteen. Following a two-year stint in Philadelphia, he 
arrived in Ottawa in 2001 to take on the prestigious principle second role at the NAC 
Orchestra at the age of twenty-one. As well as his role at the NAC, Deacon also plays 
viola (a larger and lower-toned violin variant) with the Zuckerman Chamber Players, 
something he’s doing more often these days. 


Of course in the hierarchy of an orchestra, there is sometimes a little tension, and the 
role of principle second is a huge responsibility rarely granted to someone so young, and 
it has occasionally created conflict. 


“There have been one or two instances with a couple of people who have maybe 
forgotten that I’m not a retard,’ Deacon says matter-of-factly. “I’m twenty-five, but I’m 
not stupid. I’ve been doing this since | was ten; | had my debut when | was fourteen. I’ve 
been playing professionally for a long time—l’ve managed to get this far this quickly, so 
I’m doing something not too badly.” 


Fortunately, most people quickly forget his youth and respect his ability. 


Of course, growing up in a demanding musical profession, where hours out of every 
day were spent practicing takes its toll on a person. As his profession grew more 
demanding, Deacon eventually arranged for a reduced curriculum in high school to 
accommodate his schedule. 


“| wasn’t hanging out with all the kids who were playing soccer and stuff like that. | 
was hanging out with musicians,’ Deacon stresses. “It wasn’t lonely or anything.” 


Coming out in the classical music world didn’t prove much of a chore for Deacon, 
however. “I knew right from boarding school when | was fourteen,” he says. “And | never 
came out per se. | think some people took it for granted. Most people, to my surprise, 
didn’t know. The hair was still as crazy, and the clothes were still as ‘gay; but just nobody 
really cottoned on. It wasn’t until | went to America where it was just assumed, so | never 
really had to tell anybody.” 


Assumed because he is British, or a classical musician, one wonders? “I don’t think 
anybody knows why it was assumed—it was just assumed. It was much easier in the 
States.” 


As for opportunity for relationships, Deacon hasn’t had the best of luck. 


“Because | travel so much, it doesn’t really tend to work out—especially when | always 
tend to end up with the wrong kind of people,” he laughs. “I tend to have a thing for 
people between jobs; | don’t know why that is. But, hey, | like the bad boys.” 


As for what's next, Deacon sees himself at a bit of a crossroads at the moment—does 
he stay in Ottawa and in Canada, or go back to Europe? This has been his home for four 
years now, and Deacon has liked his time in Canada, especially after two years in the 
States. 


“This is a lot more like Europe with the sort of convenience of America,’ he says. 
“Canadian people are friendlier, they're not quite so...” He pauses thoughtfully. 
“Everything in America revolves around America, and that got a little tiring after a while. 
Here, | think it’s a little more open-minded to other cultures and ways of life. 


“There is something that | do like very much about Ottawa,” he confesses. “I like the 
fact that it’s kind of smaller and in a way,a little bit more intimate. | really did not like 
Philadelphia, and | really don’t want to move back to London. I’ve got a nice bunch of 
people that are like family here, and that’s important.” 


In terms of meeting somebody, he’s not sure, but when he considers that he’s never 
really met anyone in any other town, it’s likely not an Ottawa-specific issue. “And | play 
with a lot of ballet companies, you know,” he laughs. 


As far as pop aspirations go, Deacon prefers not to go the route of selling out. “With 
people like Vanessa-Mae, good luck to them,” he says. “It’s not something | can see myself

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being—I mean | don’t have 
the tits for it,’ he says with a 
laugh. “It’s more important 
for me to get young people 
actually listening to classical 
music, and if they can sort of 
relate to me being closer to 
their age, and still doing 
something that isn’t techni- 
cally regarded as cool—f |’m 
not such a geek, then maybe 
it’s all right.” 


In terms of a solo CD of 
his own, there aren’t any 
plans in the works just yet. “I Donnie Deacon, principal second 
don’t aegis that it'll be me in a thong on the violinist of the National Arts 
cover,’ he cracks, but he says that he’s waiting for Centre Orchestra in Ottawa 
the right peice “within the confines of real, honest 
classical music,’ as he puts it—he just doesn’t want to put out another CD where he 
reinterprets yet another classic piece. 


One thing Deacon does want to involve himself in more is becoming more of an 
activist for important causes, such as AIDS awareness. 


“| would like to start doing charity concerts for specific benefits,” he says. “| think that’s 
going to be my next move, because you know | go and | play three or four concerts a 
week—and that’s fine—and people are coming or not coming to specific shows. | think 
if there was a reason that people could get behind going to concerts now, that would be 
a move forward.” 


Indeed, two recent events Deacon played at included a benefit for the NAC Bursary 
trust fund benefiting aspiring artists, which took place on April 3, and a charity fashion 
show produced in conjunction with Harry Rosen on April 18. 


With this much talent and charm at his disposal, Donnie Deacon is poised to rock the 
classical world. And, one hopes, it will never be the same. W

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OUTPOST LONDON 


London calling

Welcome to London, the unofficial capital of the Great Southwest of Ontario. Land 
of the legendary Chief Tecumseh, rich farm lands, and one of the most industrialized 
regions on the planet. Our community, like most, has its share of problems and 
wonders, and many issues and concerns often go unaddressed either by the gay 
community or mainstream media. This is both part of the charm and the frustration of 
living in London. 


Thus, the opportunity to sell my town to all of Canada posed some immediate 
dilemmas. Do | focus on the good or talk about the bad? Londoners love to complain 
about their town. | decided to do a bit of both, since being gay is not necessarily 
socially advantageous—but it certainly is more fun. 


First, some positive information about the city, a community of 336,680 as of 2001. 
London features several world-class health care centres and research facilities. It is 
home to several leading educational institutions, including The University of Western 
Ontario whose international renown includes the Ivey School of Business, Fanshawe 
College (established in 1967 and now one of the largest commercial colleges in 
Canada), as well as Westervelt College, Canada’s longest established career college. 


A recently released report by the Federation of Canadian Municipalities entitled 
“Quality of Life in Canadian Communities: Dynamic Societies and Social Change, Theme 
Report #2” identified some troubling statistics: Over twenty percent of London’s 
population is retired with another forty percent entering that demographic, illustrative 
of our aging population. The report further reflects a twenty percent drop in young 
professionals ages 25-34 staying in London during the same period. Gay seniors face 
continued isolation in a health care system that is heterosexist and does not address 
this issue locally. Being openly gay can be problematic in seeking permanent and 
progressive employment; there are too many in our community working for minimum 
wage or staying closeted for the sake of their careers. 


As well, London was one of five cities identified as having an increase in male suicide 
rates. The report claims “Suicides are a traditional indicator of community stress, 
reflecting the overall state of mental health in the community.’ Recently a young man 
hanged himself over taunts of being gay at school. 


Our community makeup is changing also: between 1999 and 2001, foreign-born 
population growth was twenty-four percent of the total, reflecting our growing cultural 
diversity. However, recent immigrants and settled foreign-born residents in London 
have some of the highest unemployment rates in the nation. London’s gay community 
also lacks visible diversity. There are men and women with diverse languages and 
colours within London, but few are playing leadership roles in the gay community and 
there are no clubs or groups coordinating events for this sector, even though there is 
a visible need. 


Although these numbers are not flattering, they are indicative of London’s so called 
‘conservative’ image, where serious issues do not get discussed or are clouded over. 
London is completely integrated, racially, financially and sexually, so there is no gay 
ghetto. 


This image—and poor communications—has also resulted in some alarming 
numbers of sexually transmitted infections (STI). A report release on January 12,2005, 
by the Middlesex-London Health Unit (MLHU) states “the number of chlamydia cases 
has increased substantially between 1997 and 2003, going from 400 cases in 1997 to 
835 in 2003. Leanne Powell, Public Health Nurse, MLHU says, “with gonorrhea rates 
we are aiming at having |5/100,000 population. The rate as of 2003 is 28.7/100,000. In 
the case of syphilis, we are aiming at less than one per 100,000 and in 2003 it was 0.9 
but | would anticipate that it has gone up slightly putting it over our target range. 
Depending on the population, [people believe] that it’s not going to happen to them. 
Especially in the teen market and often you get ‘I didn’t know it was that bad’. If they 
pick them up in a bar they are likely to wear a condom but if they pick them up in a 
library they are less likely to.” 


These issues should be of concern to the gay community, as STIs continue to 
increase while gay men in particular are becoming increasingly careless in their sexual 
practices. In speaking with Paul Johnston, Prevention Worker at the AIDS Committee 
of London, we shared our concerns about the population engaging in unprotected sex 
both via online encounters and through the local bathhouse. 


As for a gay “community”, there are two bars and a bathhouse, with consistent 
rumours about either a new bar opening or an old one closing. Our community here 
is transient, either coming from the smaller villages within the region or seeking out the 


“gay mecca” of Toronto, only two hours away. 


Yet, in the last four years, our gayness has crept onto the world stage in the battle 
both for and against gay marriage. Our Pride organization, Pride London Festival 
(www.pridelondon.ca), has grown to the second largest festival in Ontario and has 
instilled a sense of commonality with our community. More groups are active socially 
and are beginning to communicate openly with one another. 


Although we are also located in the heart of the so-called Bible Belt—with an excep- 
tional number of hate groups and crimes—you can often see young gay couples walking 
hand in hand throughout London. Older couples are prone to nesting (as are most 
couples in London) despite the vibrant arts and entertainment industries here. Sports 
are also big and we have several gay bowling, baseball and golfing groups. 


So now you’re wondering why anyone would come to our wonderful little city with 
its dirty little secrets and lackluster gay community. Well, that often is the very reason: 
dirty little secrets and a subdued gay visibility. People come here to simply be part of 
London, outside of the gay struggles of the big city or rural towns. They come to buy 
a house, raise their dogs and cats nestled amongst Mr. and Mrs. 2.5 kids. 


They are here because you can drive across the city in twenty minutes or escape to 
the country in about the same amount of time. They enjoy the many parks and exten- 
sive walking trails that follow the Thames River. They enjoy our historic theatre, 
symphony and art galleries. The recent opening of the John Labatt Entertainment 
Centre, one of the top ten grossing arenas in North America, has brought Cher and 
Bowie to perform here. 


In closing, | have to say that | really do love London. | came here in 1988 to attend 
university, left for a while and have been back for five years. Each year our community 
struggles to get just a little better in spite of the predominance of unscrupulous land 
developers and dismissive municipal councillors with little sense of heritage or design. 
Like in any place, you get out of life what you put into it and London provides oppor- 
tunities for both. 


This is the very reason why London is often used as a marketing test centre, its banal 
blending and quintessential representation of Canadian multiculturalism. | encourage 
you to come visit our historic sites, get a little dirty and then in true gay/London 
fashion, deny, deny, deny. W

OUTPOST TORONTO 


By Lino DiNallo 


After five years of laying the groundwork, setting up a non-profit status, dealing with 
audits and generally getting the ball rolling, the Ontario Gay & Lesbian Chamber of 
Commerce is finally poised to move forward in an ambitious push to make this a 
relevant organization and a real force for change. It began last November, when a 
completely new board of twelve people working in a broad range of businesses, from 
accounting to law to advertising, was elected. 


Douglas Copp, a self-employed graphic designer, studio manager and business devel- 
opment “Idea Man”, has 
been with the chamber for 
just over a year—he 
attended his first meeting 
last spring before deciding 
to join the board in the fall. 
When he joined, he knew 
little about what a 
Chamber of Commerce 
did, but was drawn to their 
principles of developing a 
protective environment 
and a lobbying structure for 
the queer community. As 
well, the meetings provide 
networking opportunities 
to meet people who shared his values, and where 
sexuality isn’t an issue.

Board Chair John Kenyon The board’s primary focus for this first year has 
been increasing membership, including reaching out 
to organizations that have been with the chamber in the years since it. started and may 
have fallen by the wayside, or changed status themselves. They would also like to see 
more segments of society represented: anybody who can who can see the benefits of 
this organization is encouraged to join. The cost is only $75, and student memberships 
are available. In particular, the chamber is seeking women (there are currently no 
women on the board) and people of diverse ethnicities. They also have positions avail- 
able for regional representatives outside the GTA—although these reps would need to 
be able to travel to Toronto regularly to participate fully in the meetings and give their 
perspective. 


Another major mandate for this year’s board is to involve themselves heavily in 
Ontario’s tourism policies by encouraging local, provincial and federal governments to 
allocate funding towards the gay and lesbian niche market. The board believes this has 
been sorely lacking on a number of levels for many years and, while there have been 
attempts to encourage the government to attract this niche with events such as Pride 
Day, promoting one day a year is not enough to help sustain businesses and they would 
like to see a broader tourism strategy. 


Of course, recent changes in Canadian law regarding same-sex marriage certainly help 
justify this case: several provinces in Canada have become attractive destinations for 
global queer couples to tie the knot. In turn, many businesses have emerged and a new 
industry has formed. This is an important time for provinces that permit same-sex 
marriages—such as Ontario—to let the global queer community know how much their 
tourism dollars are appreciated. 


The board also hopes to showcase and introduce members of the community to 
different perspectives through speakers, networking opportunities, professional devel- 
opment activities and social gatherings. On March 7, the new board held their first 
event: “Canada’s $75 Billion Gay and Lesbian Market—Be Part of It!” at Fire on the East 
Side/Fly. The event attracted more than sixty people from all sectors of the community. 
City Councillor Kyle Rae gave a presentation, along with Lynda Brault from the Quebec 
Gay Chamber of Commerce. 


The Quebec Chamber is a sister agency, affiliated through the Canadian Gay & Lesbian 
Chamber of Commerce, and one that the Toronto Board seeks to emulate. The Quebec 
Chamber has several hundred members, primarily focused in Montréal, with citywide 
programs that are not only focused on increasing tourism to Quebec, but also on 
improving business and working closely with various levels of government. The well- 
established Quebec Chamber boasts a remarkably organized structure and plans 
frequent activities and events. 
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As for The Canadian Chamber, they [ 
are a coordinating body, providing | 
provincial and municipal chambers | 
the resources and ability to interact | 
with, and learn from each other. They | 
are also responsible for-lobbying on a

corporate entities in question. Along with being an umbrella organization, the Canadian 
Chamber also casts a broader net to businesses and individuals in areas without provin- 
cial or civic boards. 


The new board is also working toward establishing closer relationships with Toronto’s 
Church Wellesley Business Improvement Association and the Gay West Community 
Network, a sort of “neighbourhood outside the neighbourhood”. And in the long term, 
the chamber hopes to work in concert with gay media, to reach out to arts and cultural 
organizations and become an all-encom- 
passing organization. 


On April 25, the Chamber launched a 
Networking Series entitled, “Open Minds 
Open Doors” at lib on Church Street. All 
professionals and owners of gay, lesbian, 
bisexual, transgendered and queer-friendly 
businesses within Ontario were invited to 
attend. More are planned, as well as a golf 
day and barbecue,-although no dates have 
been finalized yet.

He was 
looking for a way to produce an event leading up to Pride that would reach out into 
the community and came up with the idea of partnering with the media. Besides hitting 
the front cover of about and Outlooks, COVERguy will be turned into a six-part reality TV 
series. It will debut Tuesday, May 3 at 8:30 p.m. on OUTty, PrideVision’s newest digital 
cable channel, which now reaches approximately 700,000 subscribers since its April 7 
launch. 


As for COVERguy host Chantelois, Canadian viewers may recognize the Montréal 
native from Life Network’s popular national reality series, U8TV:The Lofters, as well from 
as the provocative PrideVision series SoGay TV, which he hosted. Chantelois now lives 
in Toronto with his longtime partner, whom he married last year.
